Tlie pnwident slept so wjundly Wetl- 
liesday ni^ht. that they tired a Baliito. 
•Itboitgh It aronsed neaily evei-y boil v 
inUie oity failed to awaken him. It 
mwS'o'cloitk before he and Seoratary 
Bnsk and othera of the iMrty sat down 
to breakfaitr. Aftt^r breakinKt he re- 
otiived many frieuda, and at 10 o'clock 
tha pnblio osima in to greet him. This 
recaption was in ohurge of the citizens 
and Qrand Army oomuittt>e. and be- 
fora it btigrn the crowd ui^uud tha New 
Dannison was deuse. For an hour tli» 
reception f<iutiimed, imd in the lino 
were huiulrc Is pHrsouidlv known to the 
preaident, with which he exchanged a 
irfwdortwo. There were also present 
many of his oomra<1«8 and others of the 
Army of the Union. To these he 
•aamad to give an especial greeting. 
Nor wera the wumeu and childi-en 
wanting. 

At Vi .aO o'clock the president drove 
to the n tiile/TouR of the prooessiou, 
where he vvas greeted by an immense 
throng. On the movement of the line 
he WON the oenter of attraotion, and oon- 
tinneil bo throughout.

Knitland Homaatead. 

Sprimofieu), Mass., Aug. id.— 
Special reports to The New England 
Homestead from all the leaf tobacco 
growing sections of the United Htates 
indicate a fair yield of good average 
quality, larmers have generally Sold 
out their old crops, and the pruspi*ct for 
reasonably gocxl p'.ices is excellent 
The ocietige in the C7onuecticut \ alley has 
increased over that of lost year, but is 
of coiuve nothing to what it wiis t<'U 
yeaiK ii^'o. while flie acreage in iioiisa- 
tonio valley is larger than ever. 

The crop is large in both vulic\s and 
in the heav iest tobacco grou iiig to'.v us, 
such aa llatiieM, Kast lluriloid ,tml 
South Windsor, which ttigellii r. i:ave 
nearly il.doo a<;res. The (jiiuli » was 
never bettei', although the yield is jier- 
hu})s 200 poiiiuls per acre les.s iliaii last 
year. Vi iy few oilers have yet lieen 
made for the new ero]>, ftjr which the 
grower*' e\)iei-t from ten to twenty 
cents per pound. The crop will be mo- 
thiiils liai vested this wci k and llie re- 
nmiiider will be put in liy Septeiniier. 

In Xinv i'ork state the crop in 
Onda.;o county in growing on more^ 
acres than last ' ear, but the ui ld i>er 
acre is less, and ten days' of goo<i !
